ſom ; were the Mother-Country ſo reduced, as to 
be unable to ſtand forth their Guardians, the in- 


dignant French and the haughty Spaniards, conſi- 


dering them as lawful Game, and fit to be hunted: 
at once for Pleaſure, Profit, and Honor, like Ea- 


Fine thundering down amidſt Birds of Prey, and 


awks ruſhing amongſt a Flight of Sparrows, 


would ſwoop them up in an Inſtant; and thoſe 


that their Fury did not devour, their 'Tyranny_ 
would coop up in the Cage of Slavery; which is 


ſtrongly exemplified before our Eyes, in the fa- 


mous Partition of Poland, by the three great nor- 


thern Powers. Indeed it would be almoſt a fit. 


Chaſtiſement to the Baſeneſs of Ingratitude, were 


not the anxious Parent to ſuffer too much by de- 


ſerting them to the Vengeance of Punition. „ 
From this may eaſily be formed an Idea of their 
Diſobedience and Ingratitude, as well as their In- 


juſtice, in boldly refuſing to bear a Part of the 


vaſt Expences, which they are ſenſible were in- 


_ curred, by defending them from otherwiſe inevi- 
table Deſtruction, Nay ! more, they not only re- 
fuſe to acknowledge the Supremacy of a Britiſh 
Parliament, in which, from the Nature of Things, 
they cannot be adequately repreſented, tho' they 
are virtually; but they dare to ſtigmatize the Ex- 
ertions of their Authority over them, as the Acts 
of Tyranny and Uſurpation ; and therefore pro- 


claim aloud, that in reſiſting them they are juſti-

fiable, notwithſtanding the good and worthy, even 
jamong themſelves, conſider it as an Act of rebel- 
ious Inſult to the Mother- Country. Hence it is 
manifeſt, that their unnatural Hatred to pay Tri- 
bute where Tribute is juſtly due, ariſes not ſo 
much againſt the Mode by Taxation, as to the 
Thing itſelf; for amidſt all their Cavils and 
Threats about paying Duty, they never once pro- 
poſe to ſatisfy the rational Demands of their ge- 
nerous Patrons by any Mode of their own, nor 
7 N any Sum to be raiſed, in order to indemni- 
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a Nation that has done ſo much to ſecure them 
rom a terrible Enemy, who ſat ſo cloſe on their 
Skirts; nor do they ſeem in the leaſt inclinable to 
bear any Part in thoſe Expences ; while all their 
Actions plainly ſpeak out,—** We will not con- 
* tribute, till the affronted Parent raiſes Contri- 
s butions upon us by ſuperior Force.” And what 
Reaſon can be formed, that they ſhould be ex- 
empted from aſſiſting that Community from 
Which they derive ſuch extenſive Benefits? Iam 
aware to the Millions of Replies that Self-Intereſt _ 
and Sophiſtry, in the Garb of Reaſon can make; not 
indeed to the dire queſtion, for that they will evade, 
but to the Mode of raiſing Supplies; but I will 
attend to none, except this, as it wears the ſooth - 
ing Face of Plauſibility; which is, that although 
the Americans diſapprove the Power of Taxation 
in Britain, which invalidates their free Syſtem of 
ll | = _ Legiſlation; yet if the Mother-State will make 
=: its Requiſition, the American Senates, who beſt 
= know how to raiſe the Demand, will produce the 
Sum ſpecified; for that Tax which may be bene- 

ficial as it were to one Colony, may be the ruin of 
andther, and throughout will prove unequal, The 
=. Anſwerto this naturally occurs; ſuppoſe a Requiſiti- 
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on made, who is to be a Judge of its Rectitude! 
That can never be ſettled to the Satisfaction of 


Britons and Americans, But if the Requiſition 
was founded upon the ſtricteſt Juſtice, and the 


Aſſembly ſhould be led by a hot-headed Partizan, 
who declares the Colony unable as unwilling to 


raiſe the Sum; how is the Meaſure to be brought 
into Execution? The Reply is very eaſy :— They 
will give what they pleaſe, and that is exactly 
Nothing, without Compulſion. Its

But as on the Principles of ſtrict Politics, though 
built on the Maxims of Cruelty, the Romans ſormed 
the famous Reſolve, The Safety of Rome requires 
the Deſtruction of Carthage—which was not only 
adopted, but was the unalterable Theme of Cato 
himſelf; ſo on the ſame Principles, but devoid of 


its Cruelty, Britain declares, that the Safety, Ha 


pineſs, and Glory of England are ſupported by the 
Exerciſe of its Sovereignty over America; and by 
the juſt Dependence of the Colonies on the Mother- 
Country. Therefore, than Britain ſhould fall, it is 
better that the ſupreme Authority be eſtabliſned; and 
that only can be completely done, but by a proper 
Annihilation of inadequate Charters now forfeited 
by the Spirit of Rebellion; and in their Stead, a

It would be, perhaps, putting too 
much into the Hands of one Man; yet the wiſe 
Roman State truſted imperial Power, though for a 

ſhort Time, to their Patricians over their Provinces; 
2d till the latter Times it was not often productive 
of bad Conſequences. But it is not to be ſuppoſed 
that the French or Spaniards, in our Situation, 
would adopt ſuch a Mode of Government from their 
Diſpoſitions to a Jealouſy of Power.  _ 
Though, if ſomething like this in a Serious of 
Fears was eſtabliſhed, a Metropolis formed, and a 
Kind of Court kept, it might have its good Effects. 
And this is certain, if Time, which daily ſaps the. 
Foundation of States, and breaks up the Fabric of 
Nations, ſhould, by the Command of a juſt Fate,

from the:Depravity of the human Heart, that Sta“ 
very binds, in rankling Chains, the People that 
are ſubjected to the Will of one Man, who is ſuperior” 
to all human Laws, and pretends only to be an- 
ſwerable to the Deity alone for his Actions to whom 
they are often abominable, as they often are the 
wanton Cauſe of Miſery to his ſuffering People. 
The Subjects of England, bleſſed above all the' 
Nations of the Earth, with Liberty, and Property, 
are governed by a ſupreme” Legiſlature,' of which!

which confiſting of King, Lords, and Commons, 
form ſuch a Syſtem of Power, duly balanced and 
tempered with Juſtice, as becomes the Admiration 
of the World.

Though the Britannic Dominions are ſufficientlly 


repreſented in the Whole, they are not, nor can 


well be, adequately ſo, in regard to all their Parts;
